The  similarity  of  interest,  the  mutual 
affinity  of  spirit,  the  oneness  of  aim,  ths 
of  unparakdlod  growth  in  ths  iiu 
mediate  future,  ia  already  uniting  them  iu 
fraternal  bonds  that  must  prove  indiaaolu 
ble. 

With  this  feeling,  this  conviction  rather, 
it  ia  of  the  gravest  importance  that 
we  devise  and  operate  such  means  as  may 
most  wisely  and  effectually  mould  aud  di¬ 
rect  and  educate  the  elements  which  are  to 
give  body  and  character  to  our  future  city 
here  iu  its  moral,  social  and  political  attri¬ 
butes. 

What  are  those  measures  V  Beyond  doubt 
one  of  tb*  most  active,  effective  and  potent 
of  them,  because  constantly  recurring,  in¬ 
cessantly  varied,  and  ever  permeating  the 
entire  community  with  which  it  is  in  living 
sympathy — it  the  news] taper.  Its  oppor¬ 
tunity  lor  good  is  not  easily  overrated.  It 
operates  quietly,  like  the  gentle  dew,  often 
most  felt  nod  most  ]>owt>rfu]  where  least 
seen  and  seldom  recognized.  Its  second¬ 
ary  influences  are  no  less  effective.  A 
word,  a  paragraph,  an  idea,  settling  upon 
a  thoughtful  mind,  awaken*  a  sentiment, 
■tarts  a  train  of  thought,  suggests  an  im¬ 
portant  Aheme  that  grows  in  value  and 
importance  as  it  develops  to  become  it¬ 
self  a  power  of  consequence  and  an  agency 
to  affect  all  the  interests  of  society. 

This  leads  us  to  the  point  which  we  have 
styled  at  the  head  of  this  article— the 
question  of  the  hour.

Her  visits  were  thought 
to  be  acceptable  to  those  dehizens  of  the 
Heights,  as  they  were  felt  to  be  agreeable 
to  !'  “rself  and  full  of  inspiration  for  her 
life  work. 

She  now  pleads  wi  th  both  Bloomfield 
and  Montolair  for  the  help  necessary  to 
establish  herself  aa  a  permanent  institu¬ 
tion,  to  be  conducted  for  the  equal  and 
impartial  interests  of  the  two  town*.  Some 
wiU  no  doubt  pertinently  retort,  cui  bono  f 
(what  good  7)  though  we  think  this  is  not 
the  age  nor  the  country  to  produoe  skep¬ 
tics  as  to  the  advantage  to  a  community  of 
a  well-conducted  local  newspaper.  Sirrh 
a  Gazette  is  a  wise  and  necessary  adjunct 
to  all  agencies  for  the  development  and 
upbuilding  of  every  national,  moral,  so¬ 
cial,  educational  and  political  interest  of 
Society.  It  is  at  the  same  time  an  organ 
and  an  educator — a  guide  and  an  exponent 
— a  ttimulant  to  the  right-minded  and  a 
restraint  to  the  evil — a  harmoniter  and  an 
aaakener — a  medium  for  suggestion,  venti¬ 
lation  and  discussion  of  all  home  ques¬ 
tions  a*  well  as  the  herald  to  annonncs  and 
publish  information  of  onr  advantages  and 
attraction*— a  historical  journal  to  record 
weekly  the  most  interesting  and  valuable 
incidents  and  events  pertaining  to  the 
families  and  the  community  in  a  form  to  he 
kept  and  banded  down  to  posterity.

STATUS  RIUHTS. 

It  has  become  cwtomary  of  late,  in  some 
quarter*  where  wo  would  least  expect  it,  to 
speak  of  the  war  w&ga^  iu  defence  of  our 
union,  as  if  it  needed  au  apiJfiky.  While 
it  is  right  and  deoindffe  fliaU  post  hate 

should  in 
yet  this  is  not  to 
acknowledging  that  “  one 
much  right  on  its  side  a*  the 
Our  country  has  escaped  a  great 
peril  ;  we  and  onr  children  should  look  the 
matter  steady  iu  the  face,  thauk  God  for 
our  salvation,  and  guard  carefully  agajust 
a  similar  danger  in  the  future.  Our  Ship 
of  State  struck  on  dangerous  rocks,  from 
which  she  was  extricated  only  after  years 
of  toil,  expense,  suffering,  and  blood  ;  more 
than  one  generation  will  |nts<<  before  its 
sorrow*  will  be  forgotten.  It  is,  then,  oar 
duty  to  point  out  those  rocks,  to  set  a  bea¬ 
con  upon  them,  and  warn  mariners  of  their 
dangerous  character. 

Blavery  was  not  the  only  or  chief  cause 
of  the  Rebellion.  Though  au  unutterable 
wrong,  a  gigantic  curse,  it  bred  a  mounter,  mouths  1 


more  horrid  than  itself,  and  called  its  off 
spring  Suite  Rights,  meaning  Slate  Sover¬ 
eignty.  Were  it  now  dead  with  no  hope  of 
resurrection,  we  would  not  recall  its  name 
and  nature  ;  but  it  may  rise  again,  and  the 
coming  generation  should  be  taught  to  re 
gard  its  very  name  with  horror. 

The  erroneous  doctrine  briefly  stated  is 
this:  "The  Government  of  the  United 
States  consists  of  powers  delegated  to  it  by 
the  separate  States ;  but  each  State,  or 
any  number  of  States  may  at  auy  time 
withdraw  from  the  confederation,  and  set 
up  a  separate  government  for  itself.' 
There  is  no  need  here  to  argue  that  ques 
tiou  ;  it  was  debated  for  years  in  the  Ms 
tional  Congress  ;  many  of  the  State  Legis¬ 
latures  discussed  it ;  the  Press  was  never 
weary  of  it ;  even  the  Pulpit  ft  It  called  up¬ 
on  to  ntter  its  voice  on  the  momentous 
question.  Finally  it  was  transferred  to 
the  battle  field  ;  and  after  the  bloodiest 
war  of  modem  times,  it  was  settled  that 
the  Union  should  be  preserved.  To  bring 
the  subject  again  before  the  nation  ;  to  ex¬ 
press  any  doubt  a*  to  the  justice  of  the  re¬ 
sult,  is  to  excite  and  keep  alive  feeling 
that  may  bring  forth  the  name  bitter  fruit 
as  before. 

What  the  logical  result  of  such  teachings 
will  be,  if  fully  carried  out,  may  be  illus¬ 
trated  by  the  history  of  those  nation* 
where  civil  war  brought  disunion  and  all 
it*  dreadful  results.  Five  centnries  before 
Christ.  Greece  had  attained  its  highest  in¬ 
tellectual  development.  It*  philosophy, 
literature  and  art  have  never  been  sur- 
ps*»od  by  nninapirtd  men.  In  those  glor¬ 
ious  days,  Athens  had  reached  an  nnrival- 
ed  position  among  the  nations  of  the  earth. 
Pericles,  the  prince  of  statesmen,  wisely 
foresaw  that  to  secure  what  Or.veoe  had. 
after  so  manjTtges,  accomplished,  a  union 
of  all  the  Htate*  must  be  formed  ;  that 
each  must  glre  up  some  of  its  powers,  to 
form  one  stroflg  nation,  where  each  part 
would  be  stmpgcr  for  its  connection  with 
the  rest.  Thus  only  could  she  continue 
steadily  to  develop  the  sciences  and  arts  to¬ 
ward  perfection,  assure  her  political 
strength,  and  successfully  defy  foreign  at¬ 
tack.  Bnt  the  aristocratic  Htate*  feared 
liberty  ;  while  Athens  and  her  sister  repub¬ 
lic*  hsd  tieen  growing  stronger,  Hparia 
and  the  other  oligarchies  hsd  looked  on 
in  hate.  They  resisted  all  efforts  to  form  a 
nnion.  and  finally  resolved  to  crush  its  ad¬ 
vocates.  After  a  contest  of  thirty  years, 
Athens  fell,  liberty  and  union  perished 
willi  her  ;  but  her  victor*  buried  themselves 
in  the  ruin  they  had  wrought.  Philip  of

We  cannot  end  this  walk  and  talk  with¬ 
out  raisiiig  ths  question  about  the  unde¬ 
fined  and  doubtful  name  of  our  principal 
main  street.  “The  Paterson  Road,”  “Pat¬ 
erson  Turnpike,”  “Main  Street,"  “  Broad 
Aveuue,”  “Broad  Street,"  have  severally 
been  applied  to  it  so  frequently  that  it  is 
doubtful  if  it  would  respond  to  either  name 
by  opening  its  eyes  of  a  morning,  though 
it  should  be  wounded  long  aud  loud  by  tbe 
combined  church  bells  of  the  village,  or 
even  by  the  “  morning  gong  "  we  receutly 
invoked.  We  are  quite  sare,  of  a  dozen 
inhabitants,  taken  at  random,  not  half  the 
number  .would  concur  in  asserting  its 
known  and  admitted  name.
